Change-Over Not as

At the Kiwanis dinner Tuesday, 
John Stone, sales manager for 
the American Cyanamid and 
Chemical Corporation of Azusa, 
was the main speaker. He gave 
a very interesting address on the 
work of industrial plants In the 
coastal areas and of what the 
probable future Is for those fac¬ 
tories. 

The Azusa plant is one of 
many owned by this company 
which is one of the five largest . 
in tha U.S. and serves a greater !

CHRISTMAS IS COMING!— 
Buy a living Christmas Tree this 
year. One that you can light up 
in your own back yard after the 
war. The children will love it 
and so will everyone else. This 
year you can decorate it in the 
house instead of a cut tree which 
will only be thrown away after 
the holidays. 

The best all-around tree for 
this purpose is the Cedrus Deo- 
dora Tree. It grows here like a 
native, will thrive with or with¬ 
out water after it becomes estab¬ 
lished.

Remember Pearl Harbor! 

Today is the third anniversary of the treacher¬ 
ous attack by Japan on Pearl Harbor and the 
citizens of Sierra Madre are observing that event 
by sponsoring a number of advertisements to 
assist in putting the Sixth War Loan drive over 
the top. 

We’il bet the Japs now wish they had stayed 
home. No doubt about it. But it all seemed so 
easy three years ago. America was asleep. They 
knew that few persons in this country thought 
Japan would attack us, and fewer still believed 
that an attack would come without warning. 

When the smoke cleared away over Pearl Har¬ 
bor, the Japanese leaders were positive they had 
made the right move. We were as near defeat as 
we have ever been since the Revolution. To the 
Japs it looked like a sure thing. But that was 
three years ago. 

The danger now is that we are being lulled into 
the belief that victory will come automatically. 
It won’t. We are winning, but victories are born 
only of unceasing hard work and hard fighting. 
Hard-won advantage must not now be lost by 
mistaking progress toward victory for victory 
achieved. In matters of production and self-sacri¬ 
fice our first consideration must continue to be 
the needs of our fighting men, without any quali¬ 
fication whatsoever. 

As a nation, we have accomplished miracles 
since December 7, 1941. At times we forgot, how¬ 
ever, that only as these miracles continue can we 
reach both Berlin and Tokyo. We are in little 
danger of a "Pearl Harbor’’ in these days—that 
is, as far as a military attack is concerned. But 
if we become complacent we may be caught off 
guard by a production shortage of some vital war 
supply that could prove disastrous. 

Much will be said and written on this third 
anniversary of the "day of infamy.” Nothing will 
better express the spirit of the day, however, than 
the efforts of those who stay on the job, buy War 
Bonds, donate blood. 

Through their work, together with that of our 
fighting men, they are helping to make future 
“Pearl Harbors” impossible. 


W r HEN our students at Cuddeedon College left 
in order to be ordained, they had to p a s ? 
Examination by the examining chaplains of 
the Bishops, and were required to have what is 
called a "title”—meaning a place in which to 
work, with at least some modest guaranteed sup¬ 
port. 

It was my good fortune to be at college with 
a number of devoted young men who wished to 
work especially among the poor, some of them 
for nothing, in the slums. A Rector in South 
London, Charles Edward Brooke, who came of a 
wealthy family, was devoting his life and his 
means to religious, educational and philanthropic 
work in a parish in which was situated one of 
the poorest districts in London. I was glad when 
I was permitted to join his staff of eleven assis¬ 
tants or curates, who wished to work among the 
poor, some without salary and some, as in my 
case, with $400 a year and a furnished room. Five 
of us lived together in a clergy house in the slum 
I district. 

In this slum, some homes consisted of only two 
rooms, the family living in one and the donkey 
with a coster-monger’s barrow in the other. The 
locks from off the doors would be stolen and no 
new ones supplied. Pick-pockets and thieves found 
a hiding place there. One of our clergy, finding 
that his visitor had been robbed of his watch, had 
only to speak to the right person and the watch 
was returned. None of those slum people would 
injure one of the clergy. We had been kind to 
their children, and their sick and their grand¬ 
mothers. At night we would sometimes hear a 
rush of feet under our windows and the police¬ 
man’s shrill whistle, whereupon the big men of 
our clergy house would be out of bed instantly 
and could save the policeman from being Jumped 
upon by some inebriate.
